results are required as part of the grant process. These written reports must follow specific
guidelines, which are available at the above mentioned website

Funding for all approved projects is provided in the following allotments: 50% paid upon project
approval and 50% paid upon receipt and approval of the Final report.

Research/education project proposals are reviewed, evaluated and prioritized by the members

of the lIdaho Nursery and Florists Advisory Committee, which consists of representatives from

the nursery and floral industry, the University of Idaho, and ISDA. Final approval and grant.
awards are made by the committee in January of 20086. ‘

> Study of viable wildflower seed

> A seed variety of 'Supertunia' i.e. Wave, Kahuna that requires less fertilizer and will
flower under short days without additional lighting.
